“The limited prominence which 
it gives to matters of educational, 
scientific, and cultural matters is 
no doubt ‘a reflection of the 
attitudes of the reading public 
of Canada.” ; 

As for periodicals, they made 
a successful appeal to the coun’ 
ag a whole, though faced wi 
stiff competition from American 
magazines, and gave encourage- 
ment to Canadians writing about 
Canada.

Duesseldorf, Germany, June 13 
—(AP)—Ruhr industrialists claim 
the allles are forcing them to ex- 
port so much coal they are forced 
to buy back thelr own fuel—at 
almost three times the original 
price—to run their plants, 

The Rhur chiefs complain this 
enforced export of their coal is 
wasting millions of dollars a year. 
Much of it, they claim, comes out 
of the pockets of the American 
taxpayer. ¢ 

American Officials privately 
admit, the Germans have a point. 

“Their coal exports are pretty 
high,” one leading United States 
official said. “Something will have 
to give soon.” 

He also agreed the Germans 
should be allowed to charge more 
money for their coal. 

Here's how the Germans de- 
scribe their plight: 

Every three. months 6,200,000 
tons of Ruhr coal must be shipped 
to other European countries at a 
fixed price of 43 marks ($10.23) a 
ton. . \ 

This is compulsory, The six- 
country Ruhr authority tells -the 
Germans how much coal they must, 
export, where it shall go and bi 
much they can charge for it. 

Not Enoush Left 

After shipping out this coal, the 
Germans haven't enough left to 
cover the needs of their iron and 
steel plants and other industrics. 

*So, they have to buy foreign 
coal at 120 marks ($28.57) a ton. 
The Rhur chiefs claim that some 
of this “foreign coal” is actually 
German coal, which is belng re- 

by European dealers to Ger- 
many at a big profit. 

The United States is footing 
much of the bill for West Ger- 
many’s economic recovery, Gift

cup shortening; one egg (beat- 
en); five tablespoons milk; three 
cups sweetened. crushed berries; 
one-half cup whipped cream. 

Sit together the dry ingredi- 
ents and cut in the shortening 
with a knife, Add egg and milk. 
Roll one-half inch thick, Cut 
dough into rounds and bake on 
greased baking-sheet 15 minutes 
In a hot oven. 

Split the cakes and spread with 
butter or margarine.

Favorable Results With New Cancer 
Treatment Reported by Two Doctors 


Montreal, June 22 (CP) —Two 
doctors from Saskatchewan to- 
day reported some favorable im- 
mediate results in treating cer- 
tain types of cancer with beta- 
tron rays. - 

Drs. T, A, Watson and C, C. 
Burkell of the cancer clinic in 
Saskatoon made the report to 
the annual meeting of the Can- 
adian Medical Association. 

They said: : 

“Some favorable fmmediate re- 
sults were obtained in cancer of 
the cervix (neck), urinary blad- 
der and brain tumor. There was 
little effect in advanced cases af 
cancer of ‘the z 

The two doctors said the beta-. 
tron is effective for “deep ther- 
apy” where ordinary X-rays 
don’t penetrate. No. unexpected 
i)’ effects were fount. 

Drs, Watson and Burkell used 
Canada’s first betatron, Installed 
by the Canadian: Atomic Energy 
Control..Roard at. the University 
of Saskatchewan, in treating 58 
patients, The machine produces 
electrons or -rays of high energy 
without use of high yoltage. 

Of«the’ 58 patients treated, 26 
still are alive and 32 dead, But 


patients chosen were. all very 
advanced patients, sometimes al- 
most at the point of death, this 
record should not be hastily 
judged poor.” 

Of 10 treated for cancer of the 
cervix, seven are alive and three 
dead, 

Nine patients were treated for 
bladder cancer, ali of them in 
advanced stages of the. disease 
and. considered unsuitable for 
surgery of any sort.
